^Please amend claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 8, 13, 16, 23, 27, 32, and 33 to read as follows: 



1. (Twice AiWnded) A conjugate consisting essentially of an antibody fragment 
covalently modified by ond\or two nonproteinaceous polymer molecules at a free sulfhydryl 
group of a cysteine residue wkhin the hinge -region of the antibody fragment, wherein (a) the 
apparent molecular weight of thd\conjugate, as determined by size exclusion chromatography, is 
at least about 500 kD, and (b) th^ average actual molecular weight of each nonproteinaceous 
polymer molecule is at least 20 kD.
